In view of the fact that the S 
katchewan government has decided to 
appoint a commission to supervise 
“municipal finance, along the lines sug- 
foc: by the Saskatchewan Rural 

unicipalities Association Executive 
‘and the Regina Board of Trade, the 
‘outline of th duties of such a com- 
‘mission, as suggested by F. J. James 
of the firm Nay & James, bond, 
dealers of Regina, is particularly in- 
teresting to all municipalities. ~ Mr. 
James ¥irst brought the question of the 
advisability of appointing such a com- 
mission before the Regina Board of 
| Trade, when his ideas were promptly 
endorsed and steps taken to bring the 
matter to a successful conclusion. 
‘Mr. James outlin of the duties of 
suéh a commission, as read before the 
Regina Reard of Trade, follows: 

Much has been said anda great deal 
has been written in connection with 
the proposal to urge one or more of 
our Western Canadfan Provincial Gov- 
‘ernments the advisability of exercis- 
\ing greater control over the -borrow- 
ings of our Municipalities. Some au- 
thorities on matters of this kind would 
go so far as to recommend the ap- 
‘pointmert of a. Federal Commission 
{with powers similar to those possess- 
jed and exercised by the Local Gov- 
ernment Board 'n England; but it 
must bé remembered that this is quite 
a large country. Conditions in the 
yarious provinces are very different 
and it would seem that a Commission 
in a Province like Saskatchewan 
would be fully employed if it were to 
grapple with the problems that beset 
the vast growing Municipalities in this 
Province. 

Widening Municipal Market 

Therefore we deem it wise at this 
time to follow the ideas of the more 
cautious and offer hereiit for constd- 
eration of this Board some suggestions 
which may be of service in solving 
what is undoubtedly a leading topic in 
the municipal. debenture market and 
of paramount importance to Municipal- 
ities throughout our Province. The 
main idea would be to widen the mark- 
et for Western Canadian Debentures 
without unduly burdening municipal 
bodies by irksome restraint. 

Subject a Big One 

The*subject is a big one and it Is 
not intended at this time to dwell at 
length upon its many phases and pos- 
sibilities, but rather. bring out a few 
salient points which it is hoped will 
lead to healthy criticism and hasten 
the day when the appoint—ent of such 
a commissior, in our Province will be 
an actual fact.

“UNCLE SAM'S ASSAY OFFICE. 


Wall Street's Small Gold Refinery Does 
. a Big Business, 

Thero is a real electrolytic refinery in 
Wall street, New York city, small in 
#lee, it is true, but very big in the 
Value of its output. This is the United 
States assay office. 

The relation between the assay Office 
ond thé public is twofold, First, the 
assay office buys impure gold and gold- 
This 
May be the gold output of a copper re- 
finery or of a cyanide mill or gold scrap 
from dentists or gold imported from 
Europe or old jewelry, Second, the 
assay office refines gold and alloys for 
the various requirements of the pub- 
lic. 

The metallurgical process carried out 
at the assay office is therefore the sep- 
aration of the gold from the silver and 
ihe other metal impurities and the 
production of the metals in pure form. 

Formerly the sulphuric acid parting 
process was e@ iployed, but the electro- 
lytic refining process has now been 
universally introduced into the United 
States mints, and when a few years 
ago the New York assay office was 
damaged by fire and it became neces- 
sary to rebuild and re-equip the office 
thoroughly it was declled to introduce 
electrolytic refining. The new equip- 
went is thoroughly up to date. 

In buying gold or gold alloys from 
the public the assay office has fixed 
only two restrictions. These are that 
ibe material shall contain not less than 
20 per cent of gold and silver and 
shall be worth at least $100.—Metallur- 
gical and Chemical Engineering.

The Cold Bath, 
If you do not feel warm after 
a cold bath you had better not 
take it, for it is dving you no 


good. [tis a mistake to get inte 
a bath by standing in the cold 
water and hesitating before tik- 
ing the plunge, for this drives 
the blood tp toward the bead 
and jis likely to cause congestion 
of the blood” vessels of the 
throut. The best way is to stand 
in an empty bathtub and turn

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LATEST DEATH TEST. 


Baeed Upon the Action of Fluorescine 
Upon the Blood. 

A remarkable new method of testing 
absolutely whetber a dead person is 
really dead and thus avoiding the pos- 
sibility of premature burial, just an- 
nounced by Dr. Ieard of Marseilles, 
has been received with great interest 
by his colleagues.in Parts. 

Dr. Icard's system depends on the 
question whether the blood is stil in 
ceireulation or kot and consists of. a 
sinall subcutaneous injection of a 
small quantity of fluorescine, which -ts 
quite harmless, but one of the most 
Violent coloring matters known. 

If there be the slightest motion ‘of 
the blood the fluorescine, carried 
around the body, stains It a vivid gold- 
en yellow, while the eyes become a 
deep emerald green. If, on the other 
hand, there is no movement of the 
blood the coloring matter is not dis- 
persed and produces no effect. alt 
un hour is stated to be e enough to make 
this test, 

The laity, while duly impressed by 
this neat method, are asking whether 
persons who are alive and undergo the 
dyeing process and who later recover 
will lose the golden yellow tint, and 
ihe green-eyes, which, as Dr. leard de 
scribes them, “are transformed into su- 
perb emeralds, set like jewels in their 
sockets.” 

It may be added, however, that flue 
orescine is one of the most transitory 
dyes known.—Paris Cor. Philadelphia 
Ledger. 


MECHANICAL EXHIBITS. 


The New Idea Is “Try It Yourself” In- 
stead of “Hands Off.” 

“Try It Yourself,” instead of “Hands 
Off” is proving to be such a success 
for the motto of a musenm that an 
enormous one to be run on this prin- 
ciple is to be built at Munich, Thon: 
sands of machines wi!l be so arranged 
that any person who wishes—even 
boys and girls—may turn a lever or 
touch a button and so start an electric 
motor running a pump or a machine 
tool drilling a hole into a block of 
steel.
